The Biley Fruit company, through 5 ta 


hosts, Henry Damerel and Herman Alli- 
son, entertained about'one hundred and 
fifty of its growers and their families 
and other guests, including prominent 
business men and bankers, with, a ban- 
quet and program last Monday evening. 
The tables were spread in the commo- 
dious auditorium of the Woman's club, 
H. A. Werden of the Palace of Sweets 
serving the,, dinner. 


This meeting was of especial interest, 


inasmuch as it marked an epoch in or- 
chard heating, it being the first meeting 
of growers held to promote universal 
orchard heating in this district. 


Floyd D. Young, government meteoro- 
logist, who for the past eleven years 
has headed the experimental work for 
orchard heating in Pomona valley, was 
the first speaker of the evening. The re- 
sults of his work have been published 
largely in the Argus on previous occa- 
sions. Among many other things, he 
presented the fact that air is much 
warmer at an altitude of 20, 30 or 40 
feet, and that the heat arising from the 
heaters immediately builds downward 
after striking this current of hot air. 


Albert M. Paul, assistant manager of 


the Fruit Growers' Supply company, 
known to members of the Exchange 
throughout the valley, made a very able 
address showing the benefits which ac- 
crued to the Exchange organization 
through the supply company, the pur- 
chases for the growers being placed at 
over 1,000,000 a month. 


Mr. Paul stated that the matter of 


orchard heating was the major subject 
now before the Exchange, a committee 
being at work to produce the most effi- 
cient and economical pot. This com- 
mittee, the speaker stated, would report 
its findings in ample time for the grow- 
ers to place their orders for the pots 
and all receive the same start for next 
season. He strongly advised that all 
growers, 
before 
purchasing, should 


await the report of the committee. 


Herbert Walcott 
of*- Pomona ajso 


spoke, explaining in detail the exper- 
iences of the Pomona growers in pro- 
moting their organization for coopera- 


tive heating. He described the method 
of financing the project, which WHS 3one 
largely through the local banks, backed 
by paper signed by tfco growers and en- 
dorsed by the association.
